Catholics second in numbers 


Church membership gains, 
Mormons leading the way 


NEW YORK (NC)—The latest 
statistics show that church member- 
ship in the U.S. and Canada is 
gaining and the Mormons are 
leading the way. 


In 1974 the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints (Mormons) 
increased its membership by 21.5 
per cent, reporting a membership of 
2,683,573—up 475,528 from 1973. 


For the same time period Catholic 
rolls showed an increase from 


. 48,465,438 people to 48,701,835 for 


the second highest membership gain 
among U.S. churches. But the gain 
of 236,397 represents an increase of 
only one-half of one per cent. 


The figures, were reported in the 


) Yearbook of American and Canadian 


» 


Churches, 1976, published for the 
National Council of Churches. 
According to the yearbook, 
132,287,450 people belonged to 
religious groups in 1974, the last 
year for which figures are available, 
just over one million more than the 
1973 figuye. 


Membership gains were concen- 


trated among the Mormons, the ” 


Catholic Church and several small 


evangelical bodies. The so-called 


“*mainline’’ Protestant churches 
continued to show slight declines. 


On a percentage basis; the 
second-fastest growing feligious 


group was the Jehovah’s Witnesses, 
with a 14.1 per cent membership 
increase ftom 472,662 people to 
9395262; 


Other groups showing substantial 
increases included the Assemblies 
of God, the Church of God 
(Cleveland, Tenn.), the Seventh Day 
Adventists, the Church of the 
Nazarene and the Southern Baptist 
Convention. 


Yearbook data suggests that the 
decline in membership among the 
larger Protestant bodies may be 
leveling off. The Episcopal Church 
showed a decline of 9,872 members 
in 1974 after having lost more than 
225,000 in the previous three years. 


The percentage of Americans 
formally affiliated with church 
bodies now stands at 62.3 per cent, a 
gain of four-tenths of one per cent in 
1974. The figure had fallen in the 
previous two years. 


_ Church membership in this coun- 
try grew at its peak rate in the 1950s. 
It has climbed slowly during the 
1970s, not keeping pace with the 
population growth in that period. 


According to the yearbook, the 
number of Catholic priests grew in 
1975 by 2,197 to 58,909. The number

VATICAN CITY (NC)—The annu- 
al Vatican report, ‘‘The Activities of 
the Holy See,’’ has revealed a 
serious deficit in the Vatican’s 
budget, estimated to be around $6.4 
million. : 

The report, which: covers all the 
activities of the various Vatican 
departments and offices, attributes 
the deficit to increases in operational 
costs, the grim situation of interna- 
tional financial markets, and a 
marked decrease in the donations to 
the Holy See. 


WAGE INCREASES for the 
Vatican’s 3,000 employes and 1,000 
pensioners. added substantially to 
the tiny state’s deficit, more than 
half of which is expected to be 
covered by special : contributions. 
Observers speculated these could 
include the sale of some Vatican 
land or buildings or emergency 
funds from the bishops of Religious 
orders of wealthier nations. 


The Vatican’s annual income from 
its accumulated activities is a closely 
guarded secret, at the express wish 
of the Pope, although some prelates 
would prefer to see more openness. 


The total income from the 
Vatican’s four major financial de- 
partments was last year reported by 
the head of ‘the Prefecture for 
Economic Affairs, Cardinal Egidio 
Vagnozzi, to be between $80 million 
and $85 million. 


THE VATICAN’S official press 
spokesman, Federico Alessandrini, 
denied a recent press report that he 
had put the figure at less than the 
annual budget for the Italian 
Communist Party ($28 million). 


Much of the Vatican’s approxi-| 


mately $100-million investment 
portfolio, according to Cardinal 
Vagnozzi, is in non-Italian stocks, as 
a result of diversification policies 
initiated in recent years by the 
70-year-old prelate, who is the 
Pope’s top money manager. 


“Like any organization, we try to 
invest where there is a larger 
revenue and most security,’’ the 


cardinal said. (One of the countries 
which meets this requirement is the 
United States.) ‘‘But I can tell you 
we get less than five per cent 
altogether on average,’’ he said. 


OTHER SOURCES attributed the 
move of Vatican capital away from 
Italy, as well as the recent deficit, to 
a new fiscal policy in this country 
which now requires the Vatican to 


holdings—a point made in the 
recent financial report. 


If the Vatican counted on the 1975 
Holy Year jubilee to swell its 
treasury, it was disappointed. Al- 
though 1.5 million persons visited 
the Vatican museums—40 per cent 
more than in 1964—and a total of 8 
million pilgrims visited Rome, there 
was ‘‘a progressive contraction of 
the traditional offerings made to. the 
Holy See,’’ the report said.. 


At the beginning of last year, 
Pope Paul, foreseeing huge deficits, 
sent the budgetary estimate back to 
his financial controllers for pruning. 
Cardinal Vagnozzi said cuts in 
“communications, travel, paper, 
office machinery”’ were envisaged, 
and ‘‘overtime was reduced to 30 
hours a month maximum.”’

LOS ANGELES (NC)—Retired 
Cardinal James Francis McIntyre, 
89, suffered a ‘‘mild stroke’’ and has 
been hospitalized -since Easter, it 
was announced here May 4. 


The cardinal, who has been living 
at St. Basil’s church and administer- 
ing the sacraments there, was 
presiding at an Easter Mass with 
Archbishop Fulton J. Sheen. 


When the archbishop ended his 
homily, the cardinal was unable to 
rise for the Creed, and was taken to 
St. Vincent’s Medical Center, where 
he has remained.

From the mountains and the deserts to the 
seashore, Southern California is truly a place 
for all seasons. Each year the region’s mild 
climate attracts thousands of visitors, winter 
and summer—with the consequent effect on 
our parishes. 


Several pastors in the diocese depend on 
the annual vacation boom for the economic 
survival of their parishes. 


FULL-TIME residents of Lake Arrowhead, 
in the San Bernardino Mountains, for 
instance, attend Mass each weekend in a 
beautiful new church, Our Lady of the Lake. 


According to Father Tullio Andreatta, 
pastor, the building, dedicated in 1974, 
could never have been built without the 
additional parish income generated by 
summer vacationers, many of whom 
maintain second homes in the area. 


“From Memorial Day to Labor Day,’ 
Father Andreatta said, ‘‘our Mass attend- 
ance increases 500 per cent. We add a 
second Saturday evening Mass during this 
period.’’ 


BUT FATHER Andreatta noted that about 
200 full-time resident families are registered 
at Our Lady of the Lake, ‘‘and they faithfully 
support the parish each week.’’ 


That is not the case of Queen of Angels 
parish, Idyllwild, in the San Jacinto 
Mountains, according to Father Anthony Di 
Leo, pastor. 


“About 95 per cent of the people 
attending every Mass I celebrate are 
vacationers,’’ he said. Idyllwild’s full-time 
population is very low, he explained, with 
the nearest parish centers all 25 miles 
distant in Banning, Hemet and San Jacinto. 


“AS A RESULT the parish income 
depends solely on vacationers who come 
here in the summer and on long weekends,”’ 
Father Di Leo said. 


Also depending heavily on summer 
vacationers for parish income is Father John 
Domas, pastor at St. Frances X. Cabrini, 
Créstline, also in the San Bernardino 
Mountains. 


“*As a rough guess, I would say that 50 per 
cent of the parish income is collected in July 
and August when visitors and people with 
second homes here come to Mass,’’ he said. 


FATHER DOMAS also noted that he adds 
an extra Mass to the weekend schedule in 
the summer and said that, to a great extent, 
the economy of the whole town depends on 
tourists. 


Vacationers have 
diocese’s ‘seasonal’ parishes 
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key role in 


This diocese also covers vast expanses of 
desert which attract many vacationers in the 
winter and early spring. 


Msgr. Michael Nolan, pastor at St. 
Theresa’s, Palm Springs, estimates that 
Mass attendance at his parish doubles 
between Christmas and Easter. 


LIKE THE mountain areas, the desert 
regions attract many seasonal visitors who 
have second homes in the area. But there is 
also a wide selection of resort hotels from 
Palm Springs to Palm Desert. 


““Many of those who swell our Mass 
attendance in winter return year after year 
and are very active in the parish when they 
are here,’’ Msgr. Nolan said. 


“Financially, we could not operate the 
parish without the income the winter visitors 
provide,’’ he said, noting other parishes in - 
surrounding desert communities experience 
much the same situation. 


THE ‘‘SEASONAL” aspects of parish life 
also apply to St. Richard, Borrego Springs, 
according to Father Lawrence Gatt, pastor. 
‘But, we do not depend on the visitors for 
parish income,’’ he said. 


Mass attendance at St. Richard in the 
winter runs to five or six times more than 
what it is in the summer at the 40-family 
parish in the heart of the Anza-Borrego State 
Park, according to Father Gatt. 


“But the winter visitors are mostly retired 
people who have second homes here, and 
they can only afford to put a dollar or two in 
the collection basket each week,’’ he said. 


“THE BULK of the income of the tiny 
parish comes from the full-time residents, 
but that does not mean the visitors are not 
welcome. It is a real psychological lift to see 
so many people at Mass,’’ Father Gatt said. 


Attracting many visitors winter and 
summer are the coastal areas of the diocese 
from Oceanside to San Ysidro. Most of the 
parishes experience increased Mass attend- 
ance and collection plate income due to 
visitors throughout the year, particularly in 
summer. 


But, because of their metropolitan nature, 
the coastal parishes are not as dependent on 
income from vacationers as some of the 
inland parishes. 


At any given time of year, then, there are 
areas in the diocese attracting many 
vacationers. And for those who are 
Catholic, when they arrive, they will find 
their Church ready and waiting to serve 
them.

A time to keep 


End of long-term pastors 


The tenure plan for pastors and associates 
recently cleared by the priests’ senate and Bishop 
Maher will mean that record-breaking spells of 
duty in one parish are now a thing of the past. 
Pioneer priest in this area, Father Antonio Ubach, 
was in the first San Diego parish of Mission San 
Diego de Alcala from 1866 to 1907, a matter of 41 
years. In that time, too, he was also pastor of what 
is now St. Joseph’s Cathedral from 1874 to 1907. 


Msgr. John Purcell, who is retiring from Sacred 
Heart, Coronado, on May 30, will have been there 
35 years, while Msgr. Joseph Clarkin, who 
celebrates his golden anniversary of the priesthood 
with Msgr. Purcell, retired from La Jolla’s Mary, 
Star of the Sea after 30 years. Up north, in Colton, 
Father Michael Keane founded the parish of 
Immaculate Conception in 1943 and has been 
pastor ever since—a ‘‘lifetime’’ of 33 years. 

With the limit now set on priests of 9 years in any 
one pastorate, the old records will probably stand 
for all time. 


Zapped at Communion 

Theres a distinct drawback to the carpeted 
church—apart from the killing effect it has on the 
acoustics. When distributing Communion on a day 


of low humidity the electric static builds to the point - 


where it ‘‘sparks’’ between the minister’s fingers 
and the recipient’s lips. A rather shocking 
situation! 


Just a little bit fallible 

A reader, Norah Woodward of La Jolla, takes me 
to task for calling the recent ordination of a 
19-year-old terminally ill seminarian ‘‘puzzling.’’ 
In this column of April 22, | said the Pope’s special 
dispensation to ordain the young man in 
Turin—since he had not more than 18 months of 
studies and was five years below the usual 
age—‘‘difficult to understand’’. 


Mrs. Woodward writes: ‘“What’s become of your 
imagination. People are continually criticizing Pope 
Paul, but | didn’t expect you to, when he breaks the 
bonds of institutionalism and legalism. | bet Jesus 
would have been happy to give that devout young 
man the greatest of all sacraments after the 
Eucharist...’’ 


It all depends on your interpretation of the need 
or value of the Sacrament of Holy Orders. Certainly 
it would help the young man die happy, but so 
would a special papal blessing. Ordination means 
the people’s acceptance of a man for the priesthood 
or diaconate, with duties and obligations entailed. 
While there is obvious compassion motivating 
Rome’s special dispensation, there would seem to 
be conflict with the purpose of ordination. 


Poor in public relations 

While there are regular statements and speeches 
related to the role of the mass media emanating 
from Rome, it sometimes seems that those 
responsible for Vatican communications disdain 
some of the simpler rules of good public relations. 
How can anyone forget, for instance, the way in 
which Rome cancelled our several famous saints a 


few years ago, simply by edict, dropping them from 
the calendar. People suddenly found themselves 
bereft of the faithful friend they had in heaven—or 
so they thought. 


Then there was the recent case of the Pope being 
attacked viciously and falsely on matters of sexual 
behavior by a scurrilous French journalist in an 
Italian magazine which was fighting for its 
existence. Instead of ignoring the incident both the 
Pope and the Italian bishops made serious 
references to the charges and thereby blew them 
out of all proportion. 


Not too long ago a famous French cardinal died in 
what were unusual circumstances, but probably 
perfectly proper and without scandal. However, 
instead of coming out immediately with clarifying 
statements, the Vatican spokesmen started with a 
cover-up job and only subsequently cleared the 
air—but too late to save some of the cardinal’s 
reputation. False hares are hard to catch. 


Why not Baltimore? 


While everyone is delighted to have Archbishop 
William Baum as the latest United States cardinal, 
no mention was made of Archbishop William 
Borders of Baltimore, the first See of this nation, 
who succeeded Cardinal Lawrence J. Shehan. 


Washington joins Los Angeles now in having two 
living cardinals. Cardinal Patrick O’ Boyle still lives 
in the capital, while Cardinal James MclIntryre Is in 
retirement in the Los Angeles archdiocese, now 
headed by Cardinal Timothy Manning, of course. 


The active U.S. Cardinals are John J. Krol of 
Philadelphia, John P. Cody of Chicago, John F. 
Dearden of Detroit, John J. Carberry of St. Louis, 
Terence J. Cooke of New York, Timothy J. 
Manning of Los Angeles, Humberto S. Medeiros of 
Boston, and John J. Wright, prefect of the 
Vatican’s Congregation for the Clergy. 


Cardinal-elect Baum was a welcome visitor to 
San Diego for the annual convention of the National 
Conference for Christian Unity in 1975. He has 
said: ‘‘Ecumenism is primarily a spiritual pursuit. 
It’s a curious thing, but the obstacles will not be 
taken away without conversion, without holiness, 
without prayer.’’ 


Those ‘‘in pectore’’ 


The guessing game and the rumors abound as to 
which of the new cardinals created by Pope Paul VI 
were named /‘in pectore’’—which means ‘‘in his 


‘heart’’ or breast. In other words, the names are not 


made public. Experienced Vatican second-guessers 
are saying that the two are Archbishops Giovanni 
Benelli and Agostino Casaroli. 


Archbishop Benelli holds a post formerly held by 
the present Pope, that of undersecretary of state. 
Archbishop Casaroli is secretary of the Council for 
the Public Affairs of the Church—unofficial 
‘foreign minister’’. It is rumored that the Pope has 
named them in secret so as to disclose their names 
just before his death, when they could then vote at 
the next conclave to: elect a new Pope.

We were talking...about the daily 
routine of work and duties—the 
““sameness’’ of things that from time 
to time can oppress and depress us to 
the point of dulling our appreciation of 
life and draining our sense of personal 
value. 


Try as we will, we cannot escape 
our conditioning. We are basically 
materialistic and constantly being 
driven to seek meaning to life in our 
accomplishments rather than in life 
itself. Few of us are not haunted by 
the suspicion that we are potential 
global arsonists, destined to at least 
kindle a brush fire here or there, if not 
actually to set the world aflame! 


EVERY NOW and again, we come 
to a point of tearing frustration 
because we are not doing something 
“important’’ or ‘‘fulfilling’’ or be- 
cause we not ‘‘important’’ in our 
community, perhaps not making the 
impact we feel capable of making. We 
seldom feel comfortable with the idea 
that our destiny may be no more than 
to be who we are now, doing no more 
than what we are doing at present— 
but to be and to do increasingly better 
at it. 


Laying bricks one by one 


In the intellectual elitism to which 
we cling, we have to remind ourselves 
that there is as great virtue in laying 
bricks well or collecting garbage well 
as in writing fine books or doing great 
scientific research—if laying bricks 
and collecting garbage happens to be 
what circumstances dictate we should 
do for a living. Our contribution to 
society may be equally great as the 
mother of a happy family, a 
responsible bank manager, a con- 
cerned insurance salesman, a com- 
passionate nurse or an empathetic 
religious. 


IT DEPENDS on how we do what 
we do. One person may become 
bored and complain of intense frus- 
tration in an occupation which 


‘represents intense excitement and 


gratification to someone else. One 
may waken to a misty morning with 
gloom and reluctance while another 
will lift her face in delight to the soft 
dampness. It is a matter of attitude— 
of expectancy. 


True, there are. physical and 
emotional conditions which affect our 
attitudes, but the mind is a great 
conditioner. ‘‘The mind is its own 


place,’’ Milton said, ‘‘and in itself can 
make a heaven of hell and a hell of 
heaven.’’ 

To a very real extent, we have 
control over our own destiny in that 
we have the power to regulate our own 
peace of mind, our joy in living and 
our feelings of effectiveness. But first 
we need to look at ourselves frankly 
and without distortion, neither mag- 
nifying our faults nor minimizing our 
virtues or. vice versa. 

LIKE EVERYONE else, we have 
faults and we have virtues. We have 
successes and failures. Like everyone 
else, we have a potential far in excess 
of what we have already achieved or 
are likely to achieve. No one has ever 
been able to measure or to predict the 
limit of human potential. So if you are 
worried about fulfilling your potential 
—relax—like everyone else, you will 


die full of unrealized potential, 
however much you manage to 
achieve! 


We can grow tired and dispirited - 


and dissatisfied with ourselves and 
our lives if we view them from too 
wide or too deep a perspective. Most 
of the time it is only this moment with 
which we have to deal. Yesterday is 


gone and what was done then is 
beyond our control. Tomorrow is not 
yet here. 


But now | can decide whether | will 


- be happy and joyful or miserable and 


defeated at this moment. And when 
this moment is over, there will be 
another moment—new and independ- 
ent—in which | may once again make 
the decision to be pleased with myself 
and grateful for life or not. 


TOMORROW OR yesterday there is 
that image to worry about, that 
projection of myself that | prefer to 
reality. But now, at this moment, | can 
afford to look at myself objectively, 
check the credits, note the debits 
without. anxiety or disillusionment. 
This moment | can handle. 


And this is the moment | can place 
in God’s hands, humbly, with 
gratitude for the life which is itself 
proof of his unending love and 
concern for me. Life may often seem 
too overwhelming, too confusing and 
frightening to bear with equanimity, 
but little by little, moment by 
moment, we can form the habit of 
‘“‘coping’’ and of joy and peace and 
learn happiness.

No support for ‘Dimes’ 


In response to the article, “‘NCCB aide 
disputes view of Pro-life over ‘Dimes’ 
campaign,’’ (SC, April 15) we disagree with 
Msgr. McHugh that Catholics can support 
‘the March of Dimes in, good conscience. 


The report cited in the story states that in 
1974, March of Dimes provided diagnostic 
amniocentesis for 2,187 women. In 62'cases, 
the findings indicated suspected birth 
defects and 60-women had abortions. The 
report notes that without the tests some of 
the other women whose tests were negative 
might have had abortions because of the 
statistical risks alone. 


The implication is that the end, the lucky 
living babies, justifies the means, the 
abandonment of the suspected birth 
defected babies to a probable .death 
decision. In fact, those tests were performed 
with one specific purpose, to target those 
babies who-might not be born perfect so the 
parents would have the chance to eliminate 
them before birth. 


This is thoroughly evil! It is an immoral 
use of money donated by those whe, want to 
help crippled children. 


Tax dollars pay for about one third of the 
annual one million abortions. We have to 
pay these taxes because in most cases they 
are already withheld, but we proest. 


We protest also, the fact that our efforts to 
inform like-minded people of the objection- 
able use of March of Dimes money are either 
not printed or are introduced by statements 
designed to discredit them. 


~ It is not that March of Dimes is the only 
agency going in this direction. The advances. 
in human genetic engineering are outlined in 
the World Book (Yearbook 1975, pages 
38-39). The article states that birth defects 
related to 40 or more genetic diseases can be 
effectively wiped out by using diagnostic 
amniocentesis, aborting afflicted babies, 
conceiving again, testing and continuing the 
procedure until a baby free of suspected 
defects is conceived. 


The author has trouble with the morality 
of this process when it is used to pick a child 
of the preferred sex. But why should he? The 
question is the same: Who will be allowed to 
live? 


Those who approve of this method of 
eliminating birth defects will continue to 
support March of Dimes and other agencies 
which offer these services. Those who would 
object to this use of their money have a right

WE ALL experience this lack of harmony 
at times. We sense that something is wrong 
with us. And when we see a TV newscast on 
almost any night we are certain that 
something is awfully wrong with the world at 


large. Many people are gripped by a sense of ° 


despair about the people of Planet Earth. 


Can someone heal the wounds of 
mankind? Long years ago at the beginning of 
His public life Jesus announced, ‘‘The reign 
of God is at hand!’’ (Mark 1:15). To His 
Jewish audience this meant that God was 
stepping into human history to help people 
in a way that He never had before. In the 
kingdom of God sin and evil would be wiped 


. out; peace and love would prevail.

Jesus’ works are signs * * 


of reconciliation of man 
with self, others, God

Central to the message of Jesus ‘is His 
preaching of the Kingdom of God. Without 
an understanding of the Kingdom, Jesus’ 
preaching, His miracles, even His call to 
discipleship cannot be comprehended. 


In order to understand the concept of the 
Kingdom we must ask ourselves what the 


Jews to whom Jesus proclaimed the 


kingdom understood by the term. 


TO THEM THE Kingdom of God (or 
Kingdom of Heaven in Matthew) meant the 
decisive intervention of God in history, 
particularly in the history of His chosen 
people. It was to be a period when man 
would once again live in harmony with God, 
with his neighbor, with himself and with the 
created world about him. The Kingdom 
would not be political or geographical but 
rather would represent the reign of God. 


Sin and evil would be annihilated and 
justice and peace would prevail in the 


prophetic view of the Kingdom. There were, - 


however, secular and nationalistic overtones 
to the anticipation, particularly in the 
centuries just before Christ. 


For some the coming of the Kingdom 
meant freedom from Rome, for others. it 
meant revenge against Israel’s present and 
former oppressors, for still others it meant 
restoration of Israel’s former ENS and 
grandeur. 


IT WAS AGAINST this Backend that 
Jesus began His ministry by proclaiming 
‘that ‘“‘This is the time of fulfillment. The 
reign of God is at hand!’’ (Mark 1:15). 


The Kingdom proclaimed by Jesus was a 
kingdom of the already and of the not yet. 
He preached that the kingdom was “‘in your 
midst,’’ and told His disciples to pray to the 
Father ‘‘thy kingdom come.’’ He used 
parables of the mustard seed, the leaven and 
growing wheat to teach that while the 
Kindgom had broken into history that it had 
yet to reach its fullness. 


Jesus’ miracles were signs of the 
beginning of the Kingdom, milestones, so to 
speak, on the road to its fullness. They 
reveal Jesus as the proclaimer of the 
Kingdom. 


HEBREW HAD no word for viracte! in 
our modern sense of the word. The Israelites 
did not have faith in miracles. They had faith 
in God who was Lord of nature and of 
history. In Biblical thought everything that 
occured in nature was the handiwork of God. 


There was no need for Jews to explain 
miracles performed by Jesus in terms of 
subjective, personal experience. They were 
not embarrassed by miracles. They simply 
accepted them as manifestations of God’s 
power. To them Jesus’ miracles were acts of 
power or mighty works. 


The Gospels and the evangelists recog- 
nized Jesus as the power of God entered into 
the world. The ‘‘authority’* which is 


attributed to Him is the power of the Father. 


. JESUS’ MIRACLES or mighty works were 
not meant to be spectacles or sensational 
everits. They were meant to reflect the 
power of God. This power demonstrated two 
important things. Satan and his kingdom 
had been bound by the power of God, and 
the healing, restoring power of God’s reign 
had begun. 


Within the Gospels, the pices in- 


stances of demonic possession were signs of 
Satan’s bondage and of his capacity to bring 
about all forms of disorder. 


JESUS’ EXORCISMS, His expulsion of 
demons marked the beginning of the end of 
Satan’s power, of his bondage of the world. 
It was an infallible sign of the coming of the 
Kingdom, “‘If it is by the finger of God that I 
cast out devils, then the reign of God is upon 
us’’ (Luke 11:20). 


Jesus’ healing miracles are signs of the 
restoration of harmony, the healing of man’s 
brokenness, the reconciliation of man within 
himself, with others, and with God. 


Sickness and death are remnants of man’s 
brokenness and the bondage of Satan. Death 
is his ultimate stronghold (1 Corinthians 
15:25) and Jesus raising of Jairus’ daughter 
and the son of the widow at Naim reveal Him 
as Lord of Life who overcame death...the 
strongest power of Satan. 


THE FACT THAT Jesus didn’t heal all the 
sick and raise all the dead in Palestine 
during His ministry reflects the tension of 
the already and the not yet of the Kingdom. 
Jesus’ mighty works, His acts of power were 
anticipatory signs of the fullness of the 
Kingdom that is yet to come. 


Father Xavier Leon-Dufour puts it 
beautifully in: his Dictionary of Biblical 
Theology, where in his article on suffering, 
Father Leon-Dufour says of Jesus: ‘‘He does 
not abolish tears, He only dries some of 
them while passing by (Luke 7:13, 8:52) as a 
sign of the joy that will unite God and His 


Children on the day when ‘He will wipe away__ 


tears from all eyes’ 
Revelation 7:17, 21:4). 


Jesus’ miracles were and are a challenge 
to faith. They confronted His contemporaries 
with the choice of whether to believe or to 
disbelieve. To believe that the power of God 
was revealed in Jesus, or to believe that He 
was a charlatan. Each of us is confronted in 
the same way. The mighty works of Jesus 
are a meeting place of the message and 
faith. They bring us face to face with the 
divine invitation to discipleship and we have 
to make a choice. Yes or No. 


FAITH IS MORE than the challenge to 
believe. It is the challenge to follow,. the 
challenge to commit. 


The miracles of Jesus are signs of the 
Kingdom that accompany Jesus’ proclama- 
tion of the Kingdom. They invite men to 
citizenship in the Kingdom that is present 
and yet to come. 


” (Isaiah 25:8,

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Wonders Never Cease 


Unique miracle-signs tell 


of new world, eternal life

- The New York Times magazine last 
September carried an article about St. 


Elizabeth Ann Seton. on the day of her 


canonization. The story began by portraying 
Ann Theresa O’Neil, a young wife and 
mother of four children who was cured many 


years ago of acute lymphatic leukemia by 


prayers addressed through the intercession 
of Mother. Seton. 


Ann. and her future husband Bob went 


steady for two years before somebody - 


remembered to tell him about the 
miraculous cure of his future wife years 
before as a four-year-old child. His actual 
sacar on seeing the newspaper clippings 
‘‘Are you kidding?’’ Perhaps the next 
he was a subdued whistle and the 
familiar proverb, ‘‘Wonders never cease.’ 


ONE PLACE where medical wonders — 


never cease is Lourdes, France, site of the 


‘apparation of the Virgin Mary to St. 


Bernadette in 1858. Over the past 118 years, 
a sophisticated medical bureau has devel- 
oped at Lourdes which examines _ patients 
before and after cures and singles out the 
five to 10 most extraordinary miracles each 
year. 


Over 25,000 physicians have voluntarily 
participated in the work of this bureau 
including many non-Christians and non-be- 
lievers. In one-year the list included 47 


‘medical school professors representing all 


major medical specialities and the best 
medical schools of Europe. 


Medically documented cures at Lourdes are 
by no means the only modern miracles. 
Unfortunately many unfounded miracles 
claims are always in citculation and these 
tend to discredit miracles in general. 


THE RENOWNED British writer, C.S. 
Lewis, once pointed out that ‘‘most stories 
about miraculous events are probably false.” 
But he was so convinced that some are not 
that he wrote -his book, Miracles. 


C.S: Lewis notes that the modern world of 
science prefers not to believe in a God of 
miracles. Many scientists prefer the religion 
called Pantheism in which God is a pervasive 
but inert principle of beauty, truth, and 
goodness. Pantheism has existed from time 
immemorial in India and elsewhere; in fact, 
Lewis feels it results from the spontaneous 
natural bent of the human mind. 


“The Pantheist’s God does nothing,’’ 


writes C.S. Lewis, ‘‘demands nothing; He is 


there if you wish for him, like a book on a 


shelf; He will not pursue you.’’ The 
Pantheist God-does not reveal Himself in any 
way or concern Himself with human affairs. 


MIRACLES DISTURB the complacency of 
Pantheism by suggesting a living God who 
thinks and acts and writes His own script in 
human history. Alexis Carrel in 1902 learned 
this first hand. He found himself unwelcome 
at the Medical School of Lyons, France, 
because he sent a patient to Lourdes where 
she was cured of a.tubercular abscess. 
Carrel thereupon transferred to the U.S. 
where his brilliant achievements at the 
Rockefeller Institute earned for him the 
Nobel Prize of Medicine in 1913. 


The miracles of Jesus indicated that the 
Kingdom of God had begun. Miracles are 
less needed now that before the Church was 
founded because the Church. itself has 
become the sign of the Kingdom. But they 


_ do continue to take place and thus show that 


the history of salvation has not yet come to 
completion. 


IN FACT, miracles and sacraments are 


unique wonder-signs of the Church. While 
miracles point toward the new wofld of final. 


resurrection and completed redemption in 
the end time, the sacraments represent here 
and now the historical acts of Christ’s death 
for the forgiveness of sins and the eternal 
life of mankind. The sacraments continually 
confirm that the Lord has already come and 
remains with His people. 


Christians reject the sleeping God of 
pantheism as a mere impersonal abstraction. 
They experience the personal God Who 
entered history in the person of Jesus. The 
wonders and signs of Jesus continue to occur 
today in both physical and spiritual healings. 


Thousands of carefully documented mir- 
acles have been used to authenticate the 
canonization process of saintlike Elizabeth 
Ann Seton. But prayer in the name of Jesus 
daily produces new signs and wonders, not 
all of which are dramatic enough to pass the 


_ stiff medical requirements at Lourdes. 
' Moreover, every Christian can rely on the, 


sacraments as ever present wonder-signs of 
divine love and spiritual healing. So whether 
or not Jesus also responds to specific prayers 
for physical healing, as He did for 
four-year-old Ann Theresa O’Neil, no 
Christian can hesitate to proclaim gratefully 


,and exultantly, ‘“‘Wonders will never 


cease.’’

Biblical Profile: Luke 
our dear physician, 
disciple of Jesus 


By Father Alfred McBride, O Praem 


“Luke, our dear physician, sends you 
greetings’ (Colossians 4, 14.) 


Luke, the doctor, joined Paul’s second 
missionary journey at Troas.. He had 
apparently been a world traveler prior to 
meeting Paul and was doubtless a useful 
companion helping Paul find his way around 
the Greek cities. 


THE SO-CALLED ‘‘We Passages’’ (i.e., 
Paul and I) of Acts show how intimately Luke 
was tied irito the extensive missionary work 
of Paul. Most likely he began to gather the 
data for his Gospel during his stay at 
Caesarae Phillipi, while Paul was in prison 
there for two years. Possibly, he wrote the 
first draft at that time. 


After that he sailed with Paul to Rome. 
Not only was he a doctor, but he also seemed 
to possess a fair knowledge of sailing skills 
(cf Acts 27) and he was a superb reporter. In 
his Gospel he built a literary bridge between 
the Jewish and gentile world. He addressed 
his works to Greeks and Romans and noted 
that his patron was a Greek named 
Theophilus. 


Luke not only is a doctor, but writes like 
one who has access to the realities of life and 
the intimacies of people. Luke’s account of 
the births of Jesus and John reflect the 
interests of a physician .to whom such 
knowledge would be confided. There are 
many examples of the “‘physician’s touch”’ 
that appear in the Gospel that do not show 
up elsewhere. 

He alone comments on the ‘‘severity’’ of 


the fever of Peter’s mother-in-law (Luke 4, 
38). : 


WHEREAS MATTHEW and Mark simply 
note that the daughter of Jairus was raised 
from the dead to the astonishment of all, 
Luke adds the. homely ‘note, ‘‘(Jesus) told 
them to give her Serortaane to eat’’ (Luke 8, 
55). 

It is Luke, who tells the story of the Good 
Samaritan with its ‘‘first aid’’ episode. 

Just as important for our own times, Luke 
appreciated the psychological settings for 
many of the stories. 

HE NOTED the sense of puzzle and 
anticipation with which the people went. out 


to hear the sermons of John (Luke 3, 15). 


He often. commented on the sense of 
wonder and marvel that Jesus induced in the 
people. He recalled that Jesus warned 
people that psychological alertness or 
keeping up with the latest reports may not 
be the best way to be open to the arrival of 
the kingdom (Luke 17, 20). He sets the stage 
for Christ’s parable on perseverance in 
prayer by writing, ‘‘He told them a parable 
on the necessity of praying and not losing 
heart’’ (Luke 18, 1). 


The Women 


While it is common to concentrate on 
Luke’s literary qualities and the influence of 
his doctor’s eye, it must also be noted that 
he pays an unusual amount of attention to 
the role of women in the Gospel story. This is 
evident in his accounts of the births of John 
and Jesus. It is he who records the dilemmas 
of Elizabeth and the beauty of the 
Annunciation to Mary and her aasgiahe 
canticle, the Magnificat. 


‘As women seek a new role in the Charek 
today, they might well meditate on Luke’s 
account of the “‘ministering women’’ (Luke 
8, 1-3). Jesus imparts a new dignity and role 
to women. Not only will they learn the. good 
news of the kingdom, but participate in its 
ministry as well. 


LUKE DOCUMENTS the curing of the son 


~ of the widow of Naim, the daughter of Jairus 


and the woman with a hemmorrhage of 12 
years duration, incurable at any doctor’s 
hands. Luke also gives the most dramatic 
account of the conversion of the sinful 
woman in the house of Simon the Pharisee. 


Returning to the infancy narratives, an old 
tradition places Luke at Ephesus, where we 


know he visited with Paul, and where he - 


perhaps interviewed the Virgin Mary, who 
was said to have retired there with John as 
her guardian. Some see Luke’s story as the 
poetic and exalted Gospel which Mary, the 
Virgin daughter of Zion, sang after she had 
contemplated this mystery in her heart over. 
the years. 


She may have communicated this to 
John—or to Luke directly. At any rate the 
imprint of Mary, the world’s greatest 
woman, shines through Luke’s faithful pen. 


A rich heritage indeed from the ‘‘dear and 
glorious physician.”’

ROME—Bishop Myroslaw Marusyn, a- 
postolic visitor for Ukranian-rite Catholics in 
Western Europe, denounced those in his rite

PARIS—Statistics indicate that nearly a 
third of all pregnancies in France end in 
- abortion. Officials of the ‘‘Let Them Live’’ 
group report about 350,000 abortions per 
year in France. Last year the country 
reported 750,000 live births. Early in 1975 
the country legalized abortion. It was 
estimated that 150,000 illegal abortions were 
performed in 1974, the last full year before 
the new law.

ST. PAUL, Minn.—The state’s bishops 
approved a marriage policy which strongly 
recommends premarriage instruction and 
evaluation programs for engaged couples. 
The evaluation programs are mandatory in 
cases where either party is under 20 years 
old or has had a previous marriage declared 
invalid by a Church tribunal.

The reexamination could 
lead to significant changes in 
the national priotities of the 
Catholic Church in the 
United States, but at the 
current meeting the direction 
that such changes might take 
was an open question.
